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The work of Protestant missions in 
India has been done principally in this 
century, and considering the small num- 
ber of missionaries the results have been 
remarkable. There are today over two 
millions of Native Christians, and the 
number increasing year by year at a rate 
- that forever answers the questions, “Do 
missions pay?” “Are missions a success?” 
etc. It is only the sparseness of workers 
that limits the number of converts, and 
there is little doubt that a hundred thou- 
sand would be baptized this year if there 
. were workers enough to instruct them be- 
fore and after baptism. 

Compared with work at home the for- 
eign work shows larger returns for the 

umber of workers and the amount of 
money expended. There may he some 

























work in the foreign fields that does not 
pay, but there is much in ‘the home field 
that does not pay, and: cannot pay be- 
cause it is not in God’s order. Much that 
_is like threshing over old straw-stacks, 
while the fields that are white and ready 
to harvest are neglected till the ripened 
grain falls hack again into the ground. 
Jesus says, “Lift up your eyes and behold 
the fields, for they are white and ready 
to the harvest.” And what is the field? 
Jesus says, “The field is the world.” The 
church has multiplied workers on some 
parts of the field till they are in one 
-another’s way, and are striving among 
- themselves in an unseemly fashion for 
possession of certain points while vast 
areas are Jeft untouched, and the millions 
of people inhabiting them can truly say.

Hi fifteenth chapter 
of I irst Corinthians 
presents to us one 
of the sublimest ar- 
uments of the in- 
spired Word for the 
hlessed hope and 
tinal destiny of the 
Church of Christ. 

There never was a time when the reality 
and certainty of this hope needed more 
to be emphasized than teday. While hu- 
man thought is growing juore material- 
istic, the theology of the church itself is 
Jess and [ess positive in its testimony to 
the great doctrine of the resurrection and 
the personal return of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. One of the leading pulpits of the 
country has publicly deelarcd within a 
short time that the resurrection is purely 
spiritual. Along with the tendency to 
eliminate the supernatural in every way 
from Christianity the doctrine of the 
resurrection is being shaded off into a 
mere figurative conception, 

One of the most deeply spiritual vol- 
umes of the century, a bouk that has been 
blessed to great multitudes of seckers af- 
ter God, and which, perhaps. more than 
any other volume except the Bible has en- 
abled tens of thousands to understand and 
accept the Lord Jesus in ILis fulness, is 
written by one who unhesitatingly denies 
the doctrine of the literal resurrection, 
and whose. influence in this direction ren- 
ders it exceedingly difficult to encourage 
the circulation of her other volumes even 
where they are without just cause for 
criticism. 

There is no other influence so fitted to 
counteract the spirit of worldliness abroad 
‘oday as the power of the blessed hope of 
the Lord’s return and all that it is to 
string.  Onr present course of action is 
rreatly determined by our future outlook. 
An earthly minded church will always 
seck her portion here, and it is only when 
the people of God are deeply imbued with 
the conviction and expectation of their 
Master's imminent return that they will 
he saved from the dangers of this present 
evil world. 

This chapter gives us a most compre- 
hensive view of the whole subject of the 
resurrection as connected with the Gos- 
pel of Christ. 

J. Jt vives us a very distinet definition 
of the Gospel itself. We have no clearer 
statement anvwhere by which we my dis-

dead, 
For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ Jesus shall all be made alive, 
my blowed brethren, be ve steadfast, unmov: thle, always abounding in 


the work of the Lord, furasmuch as ve know that sour labor is net in vain in the 
Lord. 
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First. its fundamental doctrine is that 
“Christ died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures,” and, secondly, that “Ile arose 
from the dead the third day and was scen 
of competent witnesses.” ‘These two 
truths, the death and the resurreetion of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, constitute the es- 
sence of the Gospel, and anything short 
of this Is not the Gospel. There may be 
much eloquent preaching, much devo- 
tional spirit, much deep earnestness, 
much profound religious experience, but 
if it is not identified by the print of the 
nails and the mark of the cross it is not 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Many of the 
most popular preachers and writers of our 
time, according to this definition, are not 
preachers of the Gospel. 

The writer was once offered a very large 
sum if he could produce a single sentence 
from the published works of the most 
popular preacher of this country twenty 
years azo which, aceording to Paul's 
definition, could be called Gospel preach- 
inv, and after searching through many 
volumes he was unable to find a single 
sentence that would meet the test. These 
teachings are full of devout passages; they 
speak freely of Christ; they talk much 
about Is Presence and Spirit—indeed, 
they are the teachers of the larger Christ 
and the Christ of today, and all that sort 
of thing, hut somehow they all get into 
the way without entering by the door. 
They have climbed up a little beyond the 


and becorne the test fruits of them 


cross, They have much of the rest of it 
except the beginning; and while it may 
seem uneharitable and severe, yet the 


apostle has himself said that they are 
preaching another gospel; and he has also 
said, “If any man preach any other gos- 
pel let him be accursed.” 

The Gospel of Jesus Christ recognizes 
the deep fact of sin, the divine fact of 
the atonement and the supernatural fact 
of the resurrection and the life of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is not merely the 
cross, but it is the cross from which the 
Crucified has been taken, and beyond 
which we see the open grave and the 
ascension throne. It is the cross as heau- 
tifully set forth in Thorwaldsen’s dream 
in marble where he has carved the white 
cross, amd then has covered it over with 
the tracery of a beautiful and luxuriant 
vine, almost hiding the cross with its 
hanging clusters. It is the cross with its 
vlorious fruition, the risen Lord and the 
fruits that have come from Elis life and

of Christianity. the resurrection of the 
Lord Christ. This is the one 
foundation on which Paul rests the whole 
fabme of Christiamty. “If Christ be not 
risen our preaching ts in vain: your faith 
isutso vain Ye are vetan your sins.” This 
was the one test to which the Saviour al- 
ways appealed when asked for a sign of 
His Messiahship and divinity. It was the 
sign oof the temple destroved and raised 
in three days; the sign of the prophet 
Jonah, which was just a parable of the 
resurrection; the sign of the buried corn 
dying and living through death. He 
publicly appealed to His Father and the 
world on the ground of His resurrection. 
Had Tle not risen) from the dead His 
claims would have utterly failed, but when 
we see Hite come forth in detiance of 
every natural and designed obstruction 
and impossibility, how can we doubt the 
truth of His claims and His teachings? 

God ordered it so that the evidence 
should be of the most conclusive and un- 
assailable character. Tis death was pub- 
lic and official. The highest officials of 
the Roman government were its execu- 
tioners and witnesses. It was made 
doubly sure by the thrust of the soldier’s 
spear. The very idea of the resurrection 
had been anticipated by His enemies and 
guarded against and the most stringent 
precautions were taken to prevent Lis 
body heing stolen and a story of His 
resurrection circulated. It was sealed 
with the official stamp of the Roman gov- 
ernment, and the tomb was guarded by 
their own soldiers under the eagle eye of 
the Jewish authorities, who were deter- 
mined that there should be no possible re- 
covery of the body. And when, notwith- 
standing all these precautions and pro- 
visions, He came forth on the appointed 
day, and was seen and identified by the 
multitudes whowere alive when Paul’s let- 
ter was written, and to whom he appealed 
for confirmation: and when we find no 
record anywhere of the denial of these 
statements at the time, or any attempt to 
question this weighty testimony, every 
candid mind is forced to admit that the 
argument for the resurrection is of the 
strongest possible kind. And if the resur- 
rection be true, then all His teachings 
and miracles must also be true. The su- 
preme miracle of Christianity carries with 
it the convietion of all the rest, and so 
the whole edifice hangs on this great 
truth, the corner-stone. 

The writer was once called upon by a 
well informed skeptic, who was a lawyer, 
aceustomed to weigh evidence and quite 
doubtful of the truth of Christianity, and 
was asked to give to him the most con- 
vincing proofs of the truth of the religion 
of Christ. Instead of attempting a long 
and discursive discussion of apologet’rs 
he simply told him that there was a single 
argument by which the whole question 
might be settled, and if that were true all 
the others were unnecessary. Te offered 
terest fhe entire ease upon tle ane faet 
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_ temporary literature, and permitting this 
’.. gkilled legal mind to ask whatever ques- 


‘tions he wished in the course of cross- 


examination and satisfy himself as fully 


as he would before a judge or jury. 


After two hours spent in this way the 


.... gentleman took his leave, promising to 

 - investigate the argument in detail and re- 
_ turn in a fortnight and give his decision. 
He returned according to appointment, 


and immediately acknowledged that the

In his long and majestic argument for 


“ the resurrection he covers a wide field, 


and it can only be briefly summarized 


“within these limits. 


1. He tells us that it is not obscurely 


‘hinted at even in the analogy of nature. 
--.” he seed that we plant in our garden and 
“that springs out of the grave and develops 
- ts life out of death is a parable of the 
resurrection. 


The great Faraday, stand- 


-. ing before an immense audience and dis- 
«>, solving a jewel of gold in a powerful acid,

it into a more beautiful form and pre- 


_ senting it to the audience, was but giving 
*-them a little analogy of the resurrection 
“ag set forth in the processes of science. If 

...man can do this much with an inert metal 
~ +: how much more can God do with the hu- 
man body formed for His glory and des- 


tined to immortality? 

2. The resurrection is not our natural 
birthright, but it comes to us through our 
union with the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
second Head of humanity. There are two 
human races passing along the course of 
time. Oneds the race of Adam, the other 


from our fallen father; the other has been 
begotten out of the heart of the Son of 
God. From one we inherit death; from 
the other life. “As is the earthy such 
are they also that are earthy; as is the 
heavenly such are they also that are heay- 
enly; and, as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of 
the heavenly. As all who are in Adam 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” Receiving from Him a new spiri- 
tual life and a new physical life in em- 
bryo it becomes the deathless seed of a 


more glorious life, which will burst from 


the tomb as the blossoms of the spring 
burst forth from the ground and unfold 
amid the imperishable glories of the sum- 
merland on high. 

Beloved, which race do you belong to? 
Which nature have you received? Which 
life are you developing, the Adam or the 
Christ? 

3. The figure of baptism is introduced 
in the twenty-ninth verse, “Those that 
were baptized for the dead,” no doubt, 
simply mean those that were baptized as 
a symbol of death. Baptism is the espe- 
cial sign of death and resurrection, and 
this very ordinance of Christianity has 
no significance and is but a delusive mock- 
ery if so be the dead rise not. 

4. The order of the resurrection is very 
clearly unfolded (verses 23-28). “Christ, 
the first fruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at His coming, then cometh the 
end.” 

There are three stages of the resurrec- 
tion. The first. is personal. It is the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ Himself, the 
Lone Conqueror of the grave, as He stands 
at the open tomb, the first Begotten from 
the dead. 

The second stage is coming when those 
that sleep in Jesus shall be raised and the 
living translated into His glorious image. 
Not before are we to expect our resurrec- 
tion. The departed dead are waiting the 
simultaneous hour when they shall all 
alike be lifted from their long sleep in 
the dust, and shall put on their robes of 


resurrection life and gather with Him in 


the air. 

Then there is a third stage at the end 
when His millennial reign shall be over, 
when He shall have accomplished His vic- 
torious plan, and put all enemies under 
His feet; then shall the wicked dead come 
forth, and death itself be destroyed, and 
cast into the lake of fire to slay no more 
the children of our race. 

5. The glory of the resurrection is very 
clearly set forth in the natural analogy. 
He draws a splendid contrast between the 
bare corn that you put in the soil and 
the glorious harvest that crowns it on the 
golden field. As that harvest is much 
greater than the little seed that died, or 
as that splendid tree with its luxuriant 
foliage, its rich bloom and its abundant 
fruit is immeasurably more than the lit- 
tle dry seed from which it sprang, so shall 
our resurrection body surpass the carthly 
fourm that was laid down in corruption, 
iishoner and weakness. — Tt shall come 
Forth in all the elory of His resurreetion, 
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His perfect physical powers, and enter 
into the lordship of creation which was 
the inheritance of man at the first, and is 
given back in the Son of man and in the 
new creation. 

IV. The practical application of this 
blessed hope. “Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labor is 
not in vain in the Lord.” 


Three things will follow a realizing {i 


faith and hope of the Lord’s coming. 

First, we will be steadfast in the faith. 
We will stand firm in these days of doubt 
and disbelief, and take heed that we may 
be able to say at last, “I have kept the 
faith.” | 

Next, we shall be immovable from the 
right. We will walk the narrow path. 
We will keep our garments spotless. We 
will watch and pray lest we enter into 
temptation. We will be firm amid the se- 
ductions of the world, the flesh, and the 
devil, and we will stand with girded loins, 
and spotless robes, and shining lamps 
awaiting His coming. 

Thirdly, we will be busy in His service, 
and occupied in holy activities to prepare 
the world for His coming, to finish what 
He has given us to do, to lead others to 
the partnership of this blessed hope, and 
especially to carry forth the invitations to 
the wedding, send out the Gospel to the 
world, proclaim the witness to all the na- 


tions, gather out a people for His name 


from every country and tribe and tongue, 
and thus haste His coming and prepare 
His way. This will be our joy and crown 
of rejoicing in the presence of Christ at 
His coming. Thus we are laying up our 
treasures yonder, and life is being invested 
in the glorious possibilities and prospects 
of the ages to come and the kingdom 
which shall never pass away. Let us then 
be “steadfast, immovable, always abound- 


ing in the work of-the Lord,” for “we 


know that our labor is not in vain in the 
Lord.” a

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~The Need for Trumpet Tones

This is the voice of God, giving direc- 
tions to His faithful servants. He who 
said, “Comfort ye, comfort ye,” when 
there was so much need for consolation, 
does not hesitate to bid His servant lift 
up his voice in trumpet tones when there 
is need for rebuke. It reminds us of 
Paul’s exhortation to Timothy, “Them 
that sin rebuke before all, that they also 
may fear.” 
~ ‘The sin which he was called to rebuke 
was depriving them, as we shall see, of the 
blessedness of true religion; thus for their 
own sakes, as well as for God,’, there was 
urgent need for tearing away the veil, 
and compelling them to know their true 
deformity and corruption. 

We have thus to consider the ministry 
of rebuke, the blindness that makes it 
needful, and the blessedness to which 
rebuke may open the door. 

I. fhe ministry of rebuke. “Declare 
unto My people their ceneer ene and 
t is 
not often exercised now. There is jus- 
tice in the title of a recent sermon, “Re- 
ligious Rebuke: a Lost Art.” And it is 
a very serious loss, to which much of the 
"weakness of our religiots life is due. 
Moses exercised this ministry, when he 
descended from the naked crags and splin- 

tered peaks of Sinai, to rebuke Aaron for 
‘pandering to the idolatrous lusts of the 
people. 

Nathan exercised it, when like an in- 
carnate conscience he stood in David’s 

resence, braving his ire, and denouncing 
him as the robber of the ewe-lamb. 

Elijah exercised it, when he met Ahab 
at the gate of Naboth’s vineyard. 

The prophets often exercised it, till 
their protest culminated in John the Bap- 
tist, who did not hesitate to accost the 
Pharisees as a brood of vipers, and to tell 
Herod that it was not lawful for him to 
‘take his brother’s wife. 

Above all, Jesus exercised it. He held 
up the sins of the Pharisees and scribes, 
till they must have withered in the awful 
blast of His denunciations. This sealed 
His doom. Had He anticipated the spirit 
of these softer things, He might have been 
'-a constant and welcome guest at the pal- 
ace of Caiaphas, and sat beside Pilate and 
his wife in their receptions, and have been 
the darling of the scribes. But He dared 
not put our modern velvet in His mouth. 
The fire was burning, He must not use 
rose-water spray; men were perishing, He 
could not be content with soft whisper- 
ings of peace, peace, when there was 
none. 

This ministry was exercised by Luther, 
Savenarola. Calvin, and many another of 
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have lost the art. We touch too often 
the soft pedal in our preaching. We seek 
to be attractive, “to be liked.” We are 
afraid to make people angry. We carry 
about parcels of sweets, and scatter them 
amongst our hearers with liberal hand. 
We spend our precious time in toning the 
photographs before we send them to our 
friends. 

A marvellous change would come over 
society if the preachers of our day would 
only obey this urgent injunction. If only 
there were a determined and united de- 
nunciation of the evils of the time, the 
pulpit might lose in popularity, but it 
would gain in respect. Scenes curiously 
similar to the disturbances that marked 
apostolic days would recur. But there 
would be a shaking among the dry bones. 
The sweater and monopolist, the bear of 
the Stock Exchange, the proprietor of 
unsanitary property, the hard-hearted 
usurer, the large brewer who puts un- 
scrupulous agents into tied houses, would 
tremble in their seats, as Felix did, and 
perhaps stand.a chance of being saved. 

II. The conditions that make such a 
rebuke necessary. Why declare? 

1. Because the innocent and natural 
shades off by such imperceptible degrees 
The line of the Equator is not 
scored, nor seamed on the face of the 
ocean, the sailor crosses it without know- 
ing, and the boundary between the hemi- 
spheres of right and wrong is equally hid- 
den; we pass from one into the other by 
almost imperceptible gradations. Youth 
steps gaily down the flower-enamelled 
slope, but there is a point where each new 
step is fraught with increasing peril; too 
often that point is passed without a sin- 
gle thought; no warning voice rings out 
of heaven; no red light glares. The boat 
glides so easily down the stream, but there 
is a moment where it is first caught by 
the rushing current, that whirls it for- 
ward to the rapids. Is it not well that 
the servant of God should sometimes give 
souls their bearings, warn them of their 
peril, and urge them to arrest their prog- 
ress ere it be too late? We can often see 
the true condition of others more easily 
than they can for themselves. 

Sin is insidious. The sacred writer 
speaks of the deceitfulness of sin. We 
need a quicker detection of its presence 
and a more accurate diagnosis of its inner 
working. Scientific men have learnt to 
detect the presence of spores of disease 
lying in wait for man. They employ po- 
jarized or electric light, flash it on a tube 
of air, and interrogate the motes it reveals, 
til! the traitor germs of epidemic betray 
therr fatal secret. The Word of God is 
This, and as we heed its solemn warnings 
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be warned against influences that menace 
our life and growth. 
2. Because we are so apt to adopt the 


. standards of those around us. It is a well- 


known fact that the lower animals take 
on the color of their habitat or environ- 
ment. The Arctic fox sheds his white 
coat when the winter is past; the fish is 
mottled like the sand on which it lies; the 
bird that sits on her nest is hardly dis- 
tinguishable from the nest, so close is the 
similarity between her plumage and the 
twisted twigs; insects resemble the flow- 
ers, and leaves and branches, on which 
they live. Alas! that the same law holds 
good of many, not for their deliverance, 
but for their ruin. They dwell amid 
people of unclean lips, and they become 
defiled and uncharitable in their own 
speech. They are surrounded by men of 
low morals, as Lot in Sodom, and their 
own standard becomes lowered. They 
have to transact their business with men 
who are unscrupulous in the methods they 
adopt, and they insensibly follow in their 
wake; they are apt to justify themselves 
by saying, “Every one does it, why should 
not 1?” 

For this reason it is peremptory that 
periodically we should get away from the 
Babel of human voices to the lone cave 
of Horeb, where the divine whisper is 
heard, where the false standards of this 
world pale from view, where our estimate 
of right and wrong may be. adjusted by 
comparison with that of the Great White 
Throne. 

3. Conscience needs constant education. 
It is not so very long ago that John New- 
ton held sweet fellowship with God, as his 
diary records, on board a slave-ship, with 
no apparent sense of the inhuman wrongs 
which were being perpetrated in his im- 
mediate proximity. It is only lately that 
men have begun to question the lawful- 
ness of the profits which accrue from the 
sale of strong drink; and revolution of 
sentiment is on foot around us, which will 
probably make it impossible for a Chris- 
tian conscience in communities of society. 

So with the individual. Conscience by 
itself is not a sufficient guide. The facul- 
ty was perfect when it came from the 
hands of the Creator, but it has suffered 
from the fall, as a watch might do which 
a careless hand had dropped on some hard 
pavement; and its action is disturbed as 
that of the compass is, when used on 
board one of our great iron-plated ships. 
The lichen grew so thick in the legends 
on the tombs of the Covenanters, that 
“Old Mortality” spent his days wander- 
ing from one grave to another cleansing 
them, and chipping the inscriptions clear. 
Similarly, the words written by the finger 
of God on the fleshly tablets of the heart 
are apt to become indistinct and need re- 
cutting. Hence the apostle speaks of 
commending himself to every man’s con- 
science by the manifestation of the truth, 
and of exercising himse!f to have always 
a conscience void of offence towards God 
and men. The Spirit of God is also ready 
to ilhunine conscience, working through 
the truth, and unfolding to the obedient 
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a quirements, and of the possibilities of the 
_ blessed life.

How many are deluding themselves 
with the idea that they are really reli- 
gious, because so regular and precise in 
their devotions. The doors of the church 
are never opened but they are there; their 
gifts, their attendances, their outward at- 
titudes are punctilious to the extreme; 
but at home they are intolerant and un- 
charitable, remiss in their payments to 
their tradespeople, thoughtless in their 
requirements from their servants; in so- 
ciety, they are grasping and selfish. This 
religion is vain, the apostle says: weighed 
in the divine balance, it is lighter than 
vanity. “Bring no more vain oblations, 


>. dneense is an abomination unto Me, your 


new moons and appointed feasts my soul

ment, relieve the oppressed, judge the fa- 
therless, plead for the widow.” 

It is to hear such words as these, to 
learn the true proportions of things, to 
understand the divine estimate, that the 
soul should be brought into the light of 
the Word of God. 

III. The blessedness that awaits the 
penitent and obedient soul. 

When evil has been discerned, fudged: 


and put away, we may expect an experi- 


ence of deep and unsullied bliss. Out- 
wardly, there may be storm and commo- 
tion, scorching-keat and drought, but 
inwardly there shall be the everlasting 
dawn, the perennial spring, the garden of 
the soul, the near presence of God. 

We must not work for salvation, but 
being saved, our faith will show itself in 
our works. Love to God will induce love 
to man. When the restraining effect of 
inconsistency and evil is removed, love 
will flow forth freely to the hungry, the 
poor, the naked, and the oppressed. Let 
God search thy heart, and deliver thee 
from aught that hinders the inflow of His 
love to thee, and the outflow of that love 
to others. “Then shall thy light break 
forth” (verse 8). 

Morning light shall ever linger on thy 
soul, fresh, pure and delicate with the 
flash of dawn. The darkest hour shall 
be bright with noontide glory. 

The Angel of Healing shall speed to 
stanch thy wounds with the leaves of the 
tree of life. 

The glory of the Lord will lie as a rear- 
guard between thee and the pursuit of thy 
foes, as once between Israel and the 
Egyptians. 

The Lord shall be so near that thy least 
ery or moan shall bring His whisper, 
“Here am I.” 

Thou shalt be satisfied with the hidden 
manna and the flowing waters of the rock, 
as Eltjah was at Cherith and Sarepta. 

The Beloved shall walk through as a 
garden, gathering Ilis precious fruits, and 
from thee, as a spring of water, shall pour 
a perennial tide.

Young’s concordance defines sanctify, 
“To separate, to set apart.” Cremer’s 
Greek lexicon says, “The root word is 
hagios, ‘pure, clean, free from stain.’ ” 
Webster gives both definitions, “To set 
apart for a holy use,” and to “free from 
sin; to cleanse from moral corruption and 
pollution.” Applied to God, purification 
is excluded. Ezk. xxxvi. 23; John xvii. 
19. Applied to the Sabbath (Gen. ii. 3) 
or the tabernacle (Ex. xl. 10, 11), it meant 
they were dedicated to holy use, not used 
for secular purposes (Ex. xx. 8-11; Isa. 
lviii, 18). One may be sanctified by be- 
ing set apart and not be sanctified by liv- 
ing holy and pure. Paul refers to the 
Corinthians as “sanctified in Christ Je- 
sus” (I. Cor. i. 2; vi. 11), but tells them 
in their life they are carnal and not spiri- 
tual (L. Cor. iii. 1-4). After enumerating 
the promises to separated ones, he exhorts, 
“Tet us cleanse ourselves from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh—perfecting holiness.” 
II, Cor. vi. 17, 18; vii. 1. He wrote to 
the Thessalonians, “We give thanks to 
God always for you all—remembering 
your faith, love, hope. Ye were examples 

- —from you sounded out the Word of the 
Lord—your faith to Ged-ward is spread 
abroad; so that we need not to speak any- 
thing (I. Th. i. 2-8; ii. 18, 14). They 
were set apart to God’s service. Yet Paul 
longed to see them, and perfect what was 
lacking in their faith (I. Th. iii. 10). His 
prayer was, “The very God of peace sanc- 
tify you wholly” (I. Th. v. 23), It is our 
privilege both to be separated and to live 

“pure, for “Christ also loved the church, 
.and gave Himself for it; that He might 
sanctify and cleanse it.” Eph. v. 25, 26. 
We are sanctified by: 

1. God’s will. The will of God is the 

‘source of our sanctification. “By the 
which will we are sanctified” (Heb. x. 10). 
“This is the will of God, even your sanc- 
tification” (I. Th. iv. 3). God’s purpose 
for His children is expressed in His com- 
mand, “As He which hath called you is 
‘holy, so be ye holy” (I. Peter i. 15, 16). 
“Be holy and without blemish before Him 
in love” (Eph. i. 4, R. V.). It is God’s 
will that we be “separate from sinners” 
(Heb. vii. 26); “pure in heart” Matt. v. 

- 8); and “perfect in love” (I. John iv. 
18, 1 ¢.). ' 
- 2. Christ’s blood. “His own blood” 
(Heb. xiii. 12) is the ground of our sanc- 
tification. What God commanded He 
provided in the atonement. Paul says, 
“Through the blood”—we are made “per- 

fect” (Heb. xiii. 20, 21). Peter speaks of 

“sanctification,” and the “sprinkling of 
the blood” (I. Peter i. 2). John says, 
“The blood—cleanseth us from all sin” 
(I. John i. 7). After we are born of God 
(John ili. 3-8), and have been buried with 
Him in baptism (Rom. vi. 3-6), and re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit (Acts xix), we do 
not “commit sin” (7. Jno. iii. 9), do not 
“continue in sin? (Rom. vi. 1, 2), but 
reckon ourselves “dead indeed unto sin? 
Pier 0 OEP ab Shpeas fpaty sin? f Tien, 
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“blameless” (Phil. ii. 15; II. Peter iii. 14). 


~.. ‘We know nothing against ourselves (If. 


Cor. iv. 4, R. V.); have a conscience void 
of offence” (Acts xxiv. 16); have “no con- 
demnation” (Rom. viii. 1); and are saved 
from all known, conscious “sins” (Matt. 
i. 21). But we cannot say we “have not 
sinned” (I. Jno. i. 10), in the.past, nor 
that we have “have no sin” (I. Jno. i. 8), 
in the present, to be cleansed from. God 
may see sin of which we are utterly un- 
conscious, which every moment needs the 
blood; so “the blood cleanseth,” present, 
progressive tense, goes on cleansing and 
does not permit any sin to stain us, 60 
long as we “walk in the light” (1 Jno. 
i. 7). Unconscious sin is instantly 
cleansed by the blood and we are kept 
clean. We are never “fair” in ourselves. 
“Tf “there is no spot” (S. of S. iv. 7), it is 
because His blood cleanses, His love cov- 
ers. Sanctification is instantaneous and 
progressive. We are made pure; then, 
moment by moment, are kept pure, and 
go on to maturity, from faith to faith 
(Rom. i. 17; “from glory to glory” (II. 
Cor. iii. 18). 

8. God’s Word. “The Word of His 
grace” (Acts xx. 32), is the instrument of 
sanctification (Jno. xvii. 17). God’s Word, 
hid in the heart, keeps from sin; it 
cleanses our way (Ps, exix. 9-11). 

4. God’s Spirit. The Holy Spirit is 
the divine, omnipotent, effective agent in 
our sanctification. We are “sanctified by 
the Holy Ghost” (Rom. xv. 16). The 
Holy Spirit is the personal witness to our 
sanctification. “By one offering He hath 
perfected forever them that are sanctified. 
The. Holy Ghost also is a witness to us.” 
Heb. x. 14, 15; I. Jno. 5, 6. 

5. Our will. We sanctify ourselves 
(Ex, xix. 22; Num. xi. 18), purify our- 
selves (J. Jno. iii. 3), when in humility 
and faith we set ourselves apart for God 
to work in us to will and to do of His 
good pleasure (Phil. ii. 18), yield our- 
selves unto God (Rom. vi. 13); yield our 
members’ servants to righteousness (Rom. 
vi. 19), and “let God” (Ps. lx. 1) cleanse 
us. 
6. Our faith. Our hearts are purified 
“by faith” (Acts xv. 9). Faith is the in- 
strumental, human means whereby we ob- 
tain an inheritance among them which 
are sanctified (Acts xxvi. 18). - 

Fletcher said: “The same spirit of faith 
which initially purifies our hearts when 
we believe the pardoning love of God, 
completely cleanses them when we fully 
believe His sanctifying love.” 

Wesley said: “Exactly as we are justi- 
fied by faith, we are sanctified by faith.” 

It is the same faith, in the same God, 
for different experiences. 

Williarn Carvosso said, “I began to ex- 
ercise faith and a heavenly influence filled 
the room; refining fire went through my 
heart, illuminated my soul, scattered its 
life through every part and sanctified the 
whole. I then received the full witness 
of the Spirit that the blood of Jesus had 
cleansed me from al] sin. I was emptied 
of self and sin. and filled with God. I 
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A Hallelujah lass, in White-Chapel 
Road, gave her experience in the follow- 
ing parable: “After I was saved I found 
some things in my heart not right. There 
seemed to be cobwebs in the corners. I 
used to sweep them out by watchfulness 
and prayer, but they would come again. 
For some time I kept on sweeping out the 
cobwebs, only to find them soon appear. 
But one day the Lord came and killed the 
spider, and there have been no cobwebs 
in my heart since.”

Many years ago a dear friend of mine

love of Jesus was ever visible in her face, 
voice and actions, and the kindness of Je- 
3us permeated her words and deeds, Hers 
was truly a “selfless life.’ But for lack 
of fuller knowledge of the mind of the 
Booed Gg eae Shy ae ‘ teeter oa, 
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vealed in His Word, she remained in the 


experience spoken of in the tenth verse 
of the fourth chapter of second Corin- 
thians; consequently she had no real 
knowledge of the experience indicated in 
the next verse. My friend had not heard 
of Jesus as the Ever-Living Healer and 
Restorer of the bodies of His sick disci- 
ples. She did not know Him as the Lord, 
our Physician (Ex. xv. 26), therefore she 
was not able to exercise faith in Jesus for 
the healing of her afflicted body in the 
same way that she had long exercised 
faith in His atonement for the cleansing, 
healing and restoration of her inward 
being. . 

I sometimes think that many dear chil- 
dren of God who tell us they believe the 
doctrine and experience of healing by 
faith in Jesus—men and women whose 
heart-life is lovingly submitted unto God 
—are practically remaining, as my friend 
remained, in the experience of II. Cor. iv. 
10. They are conscious of the presence 
of the Lord with them, and they realize 


-that the life of Jesus is being manifested 


in their bodies hy the Holy Spirit who is 
dwelling in them, But they do not seem 
to realize the fact that a sick one who 
loves Jesus, and whom Jesus loves, may 
exercise faith for the manifestation of His 
life in the body, and yet fail to trust Je- 
sus to show forth His life in their mortal 
flesh. They are wonderfully upheld and 
sustained by the Lord, but they are not 
healed of their diseases. 

I feel the truth of your words that 
“many dear souls will be puzzled about 
divine healing, if those who say they be- 
lieve on Jesus as Healer, fail to receive 
His healing-power in their own bodies, 
and continue month after month, and 
year after year, under the visible power of 
disease.” Health is as plain to be seen 
as is disease; and real health of soul and 
body is the promised gift of God to all 
those who ask Him for this blessing in the 
name of Jesus, believing that He will ful- 
fill His promise to heal them for His 
name’s sake. It is evident that those who 
believe the doctrine of divine healing 
must also believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
to the actual removal of their physical ail- 
ments, if their testimony to the work of 
Christ, our Healing Saviour, is to be as 
helpful to their fellow-believers as God 
would like to make it. Yet it is only as 
we are individually taught and moved by 
the Holy Spirit that any one of us is able 
to praise God in the words of one of His 
faithful witnesses, saying:

For the glory of God and encourage- 
ment of His children who read Tue 
CHRISTIAN AND MIssIONARY ALLIANCE, 
I wish to add my testimony to that of the 
blessed host who have taken God as their 
Healer and have found Him true to His 
promise. . 

During the summer of 1888 a small 
mole or something like it, on the back of 
my neck just where the upper edge of the 
collar would irritate it, became inflamed, 
and so continued year after year. It gave 
me no little annoyance and some solici- 
tude as it gradually became larger and 
at times more painful. In the early stage 
I showed it to two different physicians, 
who did not advise any vigorous measures, 
so it was left alone, as it was not large nor 
inflamed at all times. A number of my 
friends, however, urged me to see a spe- 
cialist, lest it might be a cancer and my 
neglect be fatal. 

During the summer of 1896 I tried to 
take it directly to the Lord, and it seemed 
about to heal; but, being in bathing with 
some friends and my neck exposed, one of 
them thought the dark spot a bug and 
tried to brush it off. This irritated it 
afresh, and the healing process stopped. 
This was in September, and it continued 
gradually growing worse until January, 
1897, when it became much inflamed. I 
had .to carry a towel when away from 
home to prevent its discharge on the pil- 
low at night. I did not lose faith, how- 
ever, and in February I asked a couple 
of earnest Christian friends to pray with 
me. There was no immediate perceptible 
change, but I was enabled to leave it all 
with the Lord and after some months 
realized the soreness and tendency to irri- 
tation from the touch of my collar had 
gone. In the latter part of the summer 
it began to heal rapidly and by November 
was perfectly sound, and today no trace of 
inflamation or indication of further 
trouble can be seen or felt. Just a slight 
scar and indentation remain to remind me 
of its former presence,

About one hundred baptisms have oc- 
curred during the year in the stations of ° 
this Mission, and a still larger number of 
inquirers are awaiting instruction and 
will soon make, we trust, a public profes- 
sion of their faith. Among the encour- 
aging items reported were the renting of 
a house in Hunan by our missionaries, 
Chapin and Brown; the opening of Thibet 
through Mr. Lelacheur’s visit; the re- 
markable work in Wuchang, in the 
Province of Hupeh, and the baptism of 
the governor’s wife and a spirit of earnest 
inquiry in almost all stations. 

Our dear brother, Mr. Lelacheur, ex- 
pects to leave China in the early spring, 
and be with us in the first week of June 
and all through all the summer. He 
will have much to tell of the busy and 
blessed months since we last looked in his 
face. We have special cause to thank 
God for the encouraging outlook of the 
work in China. 

The reports above referred to do not 
include our South China Mission or the 
work of the Swedes in the North. In 
both these fields there have been corre- 
sponding progress and encouragement.

Political ‘Zionism, the movement which 
finds the solution of the Jewish problem in 
the constitution of a Hebrew state in Pal- 
estine, has for the time dropped out of 
sight. That it would, in the lack of any 
unanimity of Judaism, prove a panacea for 
Israel’s ills it is difficult to believe. But its 
proposals have had one excellent effect. 


They have established beyond dispute the 


bitter suffering endured by the majority of 
the Jewish nation, and made it clear that 
the Jewish problem must be solved if catas- 
trophe is to be averted. That question 
was in abeyance from 1807 ,when Napoleon 
convened his Sanhedrin for its considera- 
tion, until Bismarck again brought it to be 
front by his anti-Semitic policy. Since then 
it has grown rapidly in importance, until 
now one of the most pressing before the na- 
tions. For at no period in recent history 
has hatred of the Jews in European coun- 
tries been so marked, or the disposition to 
persecute them been so strong. 

The anti-Semitic outburst in France gives 
interest to this view. Their popular hos- 
tility to the Jews has been so whetted by the 
Dreyfus case, and the belief that a Jew syn- 
dicate, bent upon ruining France through its 
capital in shielding the prisoner, that were 
protection once relaxed, the life and prop- 
erty of no Jew would be safe. A like con- 
dition exists in Austria, where conflict be- 
tween Czechs and Germans always ends in 
the plunder of the Jews. In Germany a 
strong political party has for its chief aim 
the expulsion of the Jews. In Russia the 
race is herded in the cities of the Pale, the 
the fifteen provinces of the western border, 
where with its rapid natural increase, the 
problem of existence grows every day more 
acute. In the Balkan States and the Near 
Bast the Jews live only on the sufferance of 
the stronger races, are weighted with dis- 
abilities which make life hopeless, and sub- 
ject to periodic outbreaks of popular hatred 
to which the governments seem alike indif- 
ferent. In no countries save England and 
America, can a Jew now live without perse- 
ctition and without a feeling of imminent 
personal danger. 

And the worst feature it all is that there 
is absolutely no reason for this condition of 
things save the old one, that the Jew is a 
Jew. Centuries of repression and of con- 
finement in Ghettos have developed in him 
some unlovable characteristics, as they 
would in other people. But they are not 
as a whole greatly different from those of 
Yet, intellectually at the top 


Europe given an equal chance with Christ- 
ians, and in most. countries suffer under 
compulsory limitations which prevent their 
rising at all. And this, too, though the 
trend toward Theism on the Continent has 
largely destroyed the old religious prejudice 
against them, and though under a new ac- 
cess of sympathy, the spirit of persecution 
has in recent years markedly diminished 
throughout the world. A change which 
everywhere operates to protect the inefficient 
and the helpless, brings to the Jew no re- 
lief whatever. The whole trend of popu- 
lar feeling is toward his expulsion. 

The growth of this anti-Semitism can have 
only one ending, and that is catastrophe. 
The Jewish problem is, therefore, one of 
vital concern to every nation and one that 
cannot be shelved, if our civilization is not 
ane day to be disgraced by massacre.— Ver 
York Observer, 


Spirit. And there are diversities of admin- 
istrations, and the same Lord. And there 
are diversities of workings, but the same 
God, who worketh all things in ali,” (1 Cor. 
xii. 4-6). The spirit imparts the gifts to 
the members of the Body; the Lord Jesus, 
Head over all things to the Church, appoints 
the services for the exercise of the gifts; 
God grants the fruit or effects produced by 
the exercise of the gifts—He giveth the in- 
crease. But to each one is given (ver. 7) 
day by day—not once for all, as bodily ca- 
pacities are given—“‘the manifestation of the 
Spirit to profit withal.” The indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit is made manifest by the ca- 
pacities for useful service with which He 
endues the believer, and these capacities are 
for the common benefit, to be used for the 
general good of the Church. How solemn to 
be a believer—partaker of the divine nature, 
subject to divine influences, weighted with 
divine obligations, and privileged to render 
divinely wrought service.—India Witness. 


Every great work must have its seasons of 
periodical review, its historic Ebenezers 
which proclaim with emphasis before the 
multitudes: “Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us!” Every missionary gathering is in some 
degree a register of progress already made 
in the evangelization of the world, but the 
proposition has now been made to hold in 
this city during the last ten days of April, 
1900, a great Ecumencial Conference which 
shall include representatives of every evan- 
gelical Protestant foreign missionary organ- 
ization in the worid, so far as known, as well 
as many missionaries. 

This ecumenical conference, however, is 
not designed to be “a mass-meeting on 
foreign missionary themes, where each man 
gives direction to what is said and done, 
according to his personal wish or power of 
utterance, and where a free platform is of- 
fered to any one who desires to be heard.” 
The foreign missionary societies by their 
appointed delegates are to be regarded as 
the constituent elements of the conference, 
and the one great theme then to be offered 
for consideration is ‘the comprehensive 
study of the great agencies by which t he un- 
evangelized world is to be made the king- 
dom of God.” 

Responses to the proposal of the committee 
are already arriving from different parts of 
Europe and America, all heartily seconding 
the idea, and expressing a willingness to 
aid in any manner possible in the effort to 
bring the project to a successful completion. 
Thus the conference, held under these fay- 
oring circumstances, will express and con- 
firm in a striking manner the substantial 
unity of Protestant Christendom. The pur- 
pose of the committee of arrangements is 
to give a day on the programme to the dis- 
cussion of woman’s work, and to afford am- 
ple time for the consideration of the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement, and other forms 
of work by young people. 

That the Ecumenical Conference thus 
started will afford one of the most powerful 
demonstrations of the truth and universal- 
ity of the Christian religion that the world 
has ever seen is the confident hope of the 
earnest men who are presiding over the mis- 
sionary systems of the various denomina- 
tions. Who knows but that it may prove 
a second Penteeast, fo whieh future chureh

2. The profanation of the Sabbath by 
the priests refers to the performance of 
the necessary temple services for which 
the law made explicit provision. The re- 
newal of the shewbread, the preparation 
of the fire for the sacrifices, and other acts 
of ritualistic service were performed on 


the Sabbath. Thus Stier well says: “Not 


merely does the sacred history relate ex- 
ceptional instances of necessity, but the 
Law itself ordains labor on the Sabbath 
day as a duty.” The force of Christ’s 
illustration was that if the requirements 
of the ceremonial law sanctioned labor on 
the Sabbath, then the satisfaction of the 
needs of physical life was lawful. 

3. Christ’s third argument touched the 
great principle upon which the institution u 
of the Sabbath rests, viz., that God de- 
mands sincere worship, not “tmsincere 
ritualism. This is the meaning of His 
requirement of mercy rather than of sacri- 
fice (I. Sam. xv. 22; Hosea vi. 6; Micah 
vi. 6-8). The Pharisaical rules for the 
observance of the Sabbath robbed it of all 
true spiritual meaning. To forbid men 
to satisfy their hunger transformed that 
day from a blessing into an injury. 

Christ’s reply to the Pharisees may be 
thus summarized: The basis of the law of 
God is love. Love permitted David to 
eat the shewbread and the priests to per- 
form the necessary temple services. Shall 
not the same law of love permit My disci- 
ples to appease their hunger? 

b. Practical. 

In a diamond factory in Germany it is 
the business of certain men to look for 
flaws in the precious stones. So there 
are many people who look for defects in 
Christian character. Where no flaws in 
conduct can be detected, they are created. 
This critical Pharisaical spirit is not 
Christlike. 

Of Sabbath observance as of many 
other practical religious questions it is 
true that “the letter killeth, but the spirit 
giveth life.” The divine requirement is 
that the day must be kept holy and free 
from unnecessary labor. Within these 
Scriptural limits there is a vast field for 
the scope of the enlightened and sanc- 
tified conscience. The Sabbath is pre- 
eminently a day of rest (Gen. ii. 2,3). It 
is different from the other six days of the 
week, Perhaps the (win ideas of physi- 
cobaed etelleedual res! ard cordial wor 
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The Bible concedes the right of liberty 7 


to the individual conscience upon 
questions in the application of the prin- 
ciples of which there is room for (an) 
honest difference of opinion (Romans xiv., 
especially verses 4-6). To sit in judg- 
ment upon other Christians who may in 
all honesty differ from us in details as to 
the true observance of the Sabbath is to 
become guilty of violating one of Christ’s 
ie commands (Matt. vii. 1-6). 

The true and the false observance of 
the Sabbath (verses 9-13). 

a. Explanatory. 

Although the second attack of the 
Pharisees was upon Christ Himself, it did 
not differ in spirit from their attack upon 
the disciples. The restoration of the 
man with the withered hand was only a 
pretext for their captious faultfinding. 
The occasion, however, gave our Lord a 
further opportunity to amplify and illus- 
trate the true conception and spirit of 
Sabbath observance. 

This section brings out a few additional 
points. As in the first attack, Christ ap- 
pealed to the Old Testament in justifica- 
tion of His act. His argument may be 
thus expressed: The Law sanctions assist- 
ance to animals on the Sabbath day. Man 
is of infinitely more value than animals. 
Therefore, the Law sanctions assistance 
to man on the Sabbath day. 

The true law of the Sabbath, as taught 
by Christ, may be thus briefly summed 


nie The Sabbath is older than the Mo- 
saic law. Its.true spiritual freedom as a 
day of rest and worship was never in- 
tended to be fettered by the external re- 
quirements of ceremonialism. 

2. Christ made the Sabbath a part of 
the Gospel, but subordinated it to man 
(Mark ii. 27). He Himself claimed to be 
Lord of the Sabbath (Matt. xii. 8). 

3. Works of mercy and help, either for 
man or beast, may be performed on the 
Sabbath (Matt. xii. 12). 

b. Practical. 


The practical teaching of thie Bion 


is the same as the other. The Old Testa- 
ment law governed the people by specific 
regulations; the Gospel lays down general 


* principles the application of which is left 


to the enlightened conscience guided by 
the Holy Spirit.

INDIAN REMINISCENCES. 
| By M. W. 


Her house was the most hideous and ieee 


conspicuous in our small station. It was 
perched on very bleak, bare rocks. The 
only green things growing round it wre large 
aloes and thorny berry bushes which gave 
the house its name. To many of us that 
ugly building was a House Beautiful. Many 
souls were born anew there in a little room 
where, at first, two or three gathered to- 
gether to read the Word of God and to pray. 
The owner was old and frail and solitary, 
living in a huge house, which had originally 
been built for a large family. She began by 
asking some ladies in society to come to a 
Bible class. Alas! we never got beyond 
three or four. Ail were “too busy” or too 
something or other to come. One evening 
after a cold, poorly attended Bible class, she 
sighed a patiently, hopelss sigh, and said, 
“How different these meetings are from those 
which the soldiers attend!” I asked: ‘Do 
you hold other meetings?” “Ves, but I do 
not ask the ladies with my soldier friends, 
they would not like that.” I asked and ob- 
tained permission to attend the Soldiers’ Bi- 
ble class and prayer meetings. It was in- 
deed good to hear their “‘chain prayers,” as 
they termed short prayers offered up as each 
one felt impelled to pray. Some quite rough, 
ignorant lads, who never before had prayed 
aloud, or probably prayed at all, uttering 
fervent ejaculations of thanksgiving like this 
“Oh, I do thank Thee, Lord, you ever brought 
me here.” 

Very few of the women and girls come; but 
among the few was a young girl of fourteen 
named Matilda, whenever her mother could 
spare her she was in her place, often with 
one or two little ones she had to bring along, 
as there was no one but Matilda to look af- 
ter them. One day Miss P., the kind friend 
at whose house we met, remarked a great 
change in M.’s face, and said: “Why, Matilda 
what has come to you, your face looks 
changed.” It was indeed beaming with 
some happy secret. ‘Yes, something has 
come to me. It is my Saviour. While you 
were speaking one evening about the judg- 
ment to come, I suddenly found I was not 
afraid. I had found my Saviour. I be- 
longed to Him.” 

At our next meeting this mere child gave 
her testimony and thanked God she felt so 
safe. I do not know what the experience 
of other workers may be, but we found that 
personal testimony often effects what mere 
preaching and teaching will not do. The 
testimony of course must be upheld by a 
consistent life. 

Another, dear, bright Christian was a 
young soldier who had once been addicted to 
drinking. ‘What cured you D?” asked Miss 
P. “It was just a friend’s arms around my 
neck, and a few kind words. He came to 
me while I was half stupid with drink, and 
said, “Dear D, I am sorry. What will be- 
come of you?” D. gave up the vice and 
turned to God. His addresses were weekly 
getting more earnest, powerful and full of 
God’s Holy Spirit. In the soldiers’ meeting 
the prayers and urgent petitions for the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost was a marked 
feature of the proceedings. 

An American Evangelist, a Baptist, came 
up to our station, and went to the soldiers’ 
barracks, preaching, reading the Bible, sing- 
ing and praving. He remained about a 
week or more. One evening he was walk- 
ing round the lake with a young soldier, who 
had shown great feeling and interest at one 
of Mrs. B.’s meetings. Mrs. B. said to him, 
“What is keeping you back? Tell me.” “Oh, 
eir if te my eoapduect fe omy ehnrr Tle loaves 


to tell him; and how can I go to Jesus with 
that on my soul” “True,” Mr. B. said, 
“you must first confess all to your chum and 
get him to forgive you.” Looking up, he 
saw the very man they were talking of, walk- 
ing along an upper road. 


now do not be a coward. I shall help you 


to tell him.” Mr. B. called the chum down 
‘to the point of land on which they were 
‘standing, and Mr. U. told him what the 
‘penitent had on his conscience. 


“Oh! well, 
said the trusting friend, I knew it all the 
time; but I loved you alli the same all 
through.” Poor Will sobbed aloud. “Now,” 
said Mr. B., “here is water, let me baptize 
you at once, ‘‘whieh he did in the lake. Al- 
though Miss P. and I were not Baptists, 
we shed tears of joy when we heard this 
story; I thought how like our own case! 
Jesus knows all our sins against Him times 
without number when we have robbed Him; 
yet He loves us all through all the same. 
And when we confess, He is as ready to ike 
us in His arms and give us the kiss of 
peace, as if we had never sinned at all.” I 
could tell you of many touching incidents, 
some causing us sorrow, others joy. We 
agreed that the age of miracles is not passed. 
It is still as in the days of Jesus’ life upon

To keep the woman’s husband from 
the canteen, the same good friend set him 
to copying music. “While the rest of us were 
busy extracting as much fun out of “the 
season,” this dear ones was trying by the 
simpliest, most affectionate wiles to catch 
souls, to lead even the humblest members 
of His body to work, and to pine after higher 
and better things. 

I shall never forget a few words that 
passed between us one day after we had 
been told of some unkind, sneering re- 


‘marks made upon some our God’s children. 


Miss P. said: “Yes, it is always said ‘these 
Christians think themseives better than 
most people’.” ‘What,’ I replied, “we are 


better, are we not? What did the Lord say, 
‘Ye are the salt of the earth’.” A glow of 
happiness was on her face as she turned to 
me and said, “This never struck me, of 
course we are, because we are in Him.”

We as women have a sacred work and 
great responsibility. Womanly character is 
to be developed if we would fill the place 
God designed for us in His great economy. 
For Jesus there was but one aim and for us 
“one thing needful.” 

Christianity gives woman her true place 
snd assigns her the work she has toe do, It

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novelists hav e written most extravagant 
strains in regard to her, but left the Scrip- 
tures to define her in her purity and useful- 
ness. It puts highest praise upon character, 
rather than work, and where the former is 
possessed the latter is easily defined and per-. 
formed with willingness and becoming dig- 
nity. 

Who is the “excellent woman?” 

Proverbs xxxi. 10-31 gives her portrait. 
Not lady, but woman. Every so-called lady 
is not a woman, but every true woman isa . 
lady. The picture Solomon draws here is 
not that of a modern society woman, but 
such a one as society needs. These verses 
present the excellent woman in a variety of 
relationships. 

I. As a wife towards her husband. 

He can safely trust in her and repose the 
strictest confidence in her, whether at home 
or abroad. He can trust her with the home, 
the business, with the private affairs in 
which the are mutually interested. She will 
be so slow in choosing he husband that he 
will be worthy of her and the confidence 
will be mutual; the rest, perfect. 

II. As industrious. 

She is willing to labor with her hands, 
knowing that her excellence depends more 
upon prudence and economy than upon her 
ability to occupy a parlor with snow-white 
hands and frivolous conversation; and in 
saving in prosperity for times of adversity, 
neither squandering nor hoarding with mis- 
erly greed, generous as well as careful. 

III. As Wise. 

“She openeth her mouth with wisdom, and 
in her tongue is the law of kindness.” Hers 
is not the tongue of a talebearer ,stirring up 
strife, or of the whisperer, separating 
friends, but rather speaking words of coun- 
sel and sympathy fresh from her spirit in 
which there is no guile. 

IV. As fearing the Lord. 

Hers is not simply human excellence, but 
she fears the Lord, which Solomon says “is 
the beginning of wisdom.” This fear is not 
timidity, but reverence. She consults Him 
about her everyday life;-she trusts Him with 
her everyday cares, and praises Him for her 
everyday victories. She has learned the 
secret of abiding in Him, which consists in 
obeying God and keeping His command- 
ments. She has learned that “to obey is 
better than sacrifice,” and that if God com- 
mands He also furnishes power to obey. She 
has learned not to question or try to under- 
stand His will, but that the time to obey is 
now, and the time to understand will be 
when the mists have cleared away. 

Such women are to be found, but you 
must look for them in the right place; not 
in the pleasure circles and places of worldly 
resort, but in some quiet place of retirement ~ 
or in some place of need or suffering where 
her hands are busy soothing an aching head 
or giving sympathetic touches to the care- 
worn and neglected, or among the sin- 
stained, holding up the banner of the Cross. 
Surely, “her price is above rubies.”

The following report has _ been given 
in from the Home School at 208 East 


14th street, New York city. The New York 
branch of the Missionary Institute opened 
its winter session on November 29, 1897, 
with ten students, viz: Misses M. J. Christy, 
M. M. Bixler, R. L. Lee, L. J. Wilcox, M. L. 
Lockerman, L. A. Walton, L. J. Allen, J. W. 
Cunningham, L. M. Hall and Mrs. F. Mit- 
chell, three were from Western Pennsyl- 
vania, three from Central New York, one 
from Connecticut, one from Ohio, and one 
from Tacoma, Wash. 

The following are the teachers: Dr. H. 
H. Wilson, Dr. 8S. E. Furry, Rey. M. Warren, 
Mrs. BE. J. McDonald, Dr. and Miss Delaney, 
and M. Agnew. 

The morning from 10 to 12 o’clock was de- 
voted to lectures by the above named teach- 
ers; from 2 till 4 o’clock was spent in tract 
distribution and in visiting homes in the 
tenement district of the east and west sides 
of the city, the evenings to mission work 
in the lower part of the city and among the 
seamen in missions on the east and west 
side. As a result of this work many men 
and women of the degraded class have been 
brought to Christ, and have been redeemed 
from lives of sin and shame. 

Eleven mission meetings were conducted 
by the band of students, and at each ser- 
vice souls were saved. 

The work in the Bellevue and city hos- 
pitals was very much appreciated by the 
patients, where also souls found peace 
through the atonement. The distribution 
of tracts and visitation of homes was at 
first a little discouraging, but before the 
month was up the afternoons were too short 
to overtake the back calls as a result of their 
faithful work of previous days. 

Tract distribution meant giving a tract 
and having a talk with the person receiv- 
ing the same, getting the persons’ address, 
and then visiting them. The fact that 115 
homes were visited shows how well the work 
was done. The tracts were mostly Engish, 
but French and Ttalian and Spanish tracts 


wore also nsOH. as many persons w x The eons 
ered Wap bech rardiet aaptae epee , 
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In one instance one of the young ladies 
helped to carry a basket of clothes quite a 
distance so that she could talk to the woman 
about Christ. In some instances both hus- 
band and wife were saved. 

As a result of the work among the fallen 
women one went to a rescue home, another 
going back to her home at Fall River and 
others were converted and are leading re~- 
spectable lives. 

The following is from the daily Teports 
of the students: 

Tracts distributed, 1,306; persons talked to 
at missions and hospitals, 410; persons 
talked to on street, 385; homes visited, 115; 
testimonies given at missions, ete., 243; pro- 
fessed conversions, &8; 

Eleven students came down from Nyack 
for the holidays and spent part of the time 
in mission work. We believe all were much 
blessed in ministering to others.

An Interesting has recently publisbed the 

Conversion. following, sent by one of 
their missionaries in Trinidad: 

The Indian boy of whom | wish to tell 
was a Hindoo of the very highest caste; 
so high, indeed, that he has told me his fel- 
low-countrymen have knelt at his feet to 
worship him. His futher at one time wus 
a bitter opponent of Christianity, but he died 
some years ago and left considerable prop- 
erty to his son. Before he died, however, a 
seed sown by one of war missionaries or ca- 
techists had found ua lodging place in the 
heart of the boy, whieh, by God's grace, 
never died, but was destined to grow and 
bear fruit after many days. 

Time went on, and the faith which bad 
found birth in the heart of the boy grew 
stronger with the years, until about four 
weeks ago, when the boy, of his own accord, 
and impelled by his own convictions alone, 
sought baptism from Mr. Fraser. 

No sooner did the young Hindoo thus pro- 
fess Christianity, however, than his fellow- 
countrymen began to persecute him. They 
were especially angry at the thought of los- 
ing him—for two reasons—first, because he 
was of the Brahmin or priestly caste; and, 
secondly, because he had property which 
he is to receive at the age of twenty-one. 
They threatened him with personal violence, 
told him they would take away his property, 
ete.; but the boy remained steadfast. At 
last his own mother, the angriest one of all. 
turned him out of the house without food 
or money, almost without clothes. 

He came to the mission for sympathy and 
help. We found a place for him to stay. 
and aJso gave him clothes, most of which 
came from Canada. ° 

He seemed to have great courage and 
fearlessness. I asked him what he would 
do if they took away his property. and he 
said: “Perhaps God will give me something 
better than that."’ He told me he had read 
of boys being burned for Christ's sake, and 
I asked him what he would do if the Hin- 
doos would try to do something like that to 
him, and he replied: “TI would not be afraid-— 
Jesus died for me, and, I must die for Him, 
too.” 

A few days after his conversion one Hin- 
doo offered four hundred donjlars for his re- 
covery to Hinduism; but we are not afraid 
of losing him. We have prayed together 
many times, and he seems full of child-like 
faith and trust.

The Christian Erpress of 
The Rinderpest Lovedale gives sorhe start- 

ling figures showing the 
tremendous character of the scourge by 
which South Africa has of late been afflicted. 
On the authority of Mr. Willoughby, who ac- 
companied Khama to this country, it says 
that the rinderpest has in Kuruman carried 
away 750,000 head of cattle, entailing a loss 
in money of something like $7,500,000. The 
effects of this, the FE.rpress believes, will be 
serious and lasting. 

“First of all, lt means a good deal of hard- 
ship and suffering. and empty milk-sacks 
for three or four years in native households 
in that territory. The children will suffer 
and so will the women; and there and else- 
where the plow will be laid aside and the 
old form of native cultivation with the hoe 
by women will be the rile Fewer plows 
will be sold this veur than in any previous 
fen As ooffeeting the misscons and the 
education of the mutives there will be simi- 
Tar results They wil) beineble ta pay the 
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hoarded and cared for, and hugged and lived 
for, und large numbers of boys and young 
men were kept from school and other occeu- 
pations to Jook after them. The owners 
were able to get clothes and other necessa- 
ries without much work; and the effect of the 
rinderpest will be that many must work 
now who never needed to work before. All 
the same, the disaster to the natives in these 
regions has been so great that it may well 
excite commiseration.” 


. This society was estab- 
peng cea pa lished as the Patagonian 
Can MISSION. sticsion, with a view to 


convert the South American Indians to the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ. Captain Allen 
Gardiner, R. N., the founder of the society, 
spent many years of his life and much of 
his resources as a lay missionary. He speci- 
ally set his heart on South ‘America, as af- 
fording a wide and almost unoccupied field 
of labor for Christ. For a long while he 
was baffied by opposition, and through lack 
of support. Finally, in 1859. himself and 
six companions landed in Tierra del Fuego, 
near Cape Horn. After many months of 
great suffering they all succumbed to disease 
and starvation. His journals, however, 
were recovered, and the account of the suf- 
ferings and death of his companions and 
himself, as published by the society, form 
one of the most thrilling stories ever told. 
But though these workers died the work 
went on, for later on others were raised up 
to go forth to the same spot. The Fuegians 
were among the most degraded of all heathen 
people and were given up to every vice and 
abomination. Today there is in Tierra del 
Fuego a Christian church, with schools, or- 
phanage, and Bible and mothers’ meetings, 
and some of these Indian Aborigines, 
“clothed in their right mind,” living in cot- 
tages with gardens attached, following the 
various occupations of civilized life, while 
parts of the New Testament have been trans- 
scribed into their own language. 


The following is sent us 
by a missionary: “How 
many readers of mission- 
ary news are content to sit at ease in Zion 
while those for whom Christ died are dy- 
ing without Christ. You think you are not 
responsible: ‘Know ye not that . .. ye 
are not your own.’ Your money, your 
houses, your lands are not yours. You are 
only stewards. Bye and bye the Lord will 
demand an account of your stewardship. 
“What will you answer? ‘I attend 
church,’ Yes drove in your carriage and 
sat in a cushioned seat. While your fellow- 
men were dying of starvation. ‘I gave $50 
a year to mission work and I gave to church 
work and loca) charities.’ Yes and spent 
double that amount upon self-gratification. 
Is not this a true case against hundreds of 
professed followers of our blessed Jesus. Oh, 
think, would Jesus rest in a cushioned pew 
while souls were perishing? ‘Be ye not 
hearers only, but doers of the word.’ Christ- 
janity in the apostolic days was a pract.ca] 
one, and it should be none the less so now.

One young man 
spent all the morning listening to me ex- 
plain the Scriptures. In .the evening, 
though it had rained all day, the place was 
literally packed. Five hundred persons 
gathered. It was very warm, and they were 
so crowded we could not move except when 
the whole crowd moved. Oh, how my heart 
eried out to God to convince them of sin, as 
Y explained to them what sin was, and as 
Miss Parmenter and our evangelist preached 
my heart was full of prayer that some of 
this number might yield themselves to 
Christ. 

“After the meeting the young men of the 
evening before, came to buy Bibles. I told 
them to read them, and when I came again 
I would explain what they did not under- 
stand. 

“Oh, what a blessed work, and how I do 
praise God that He counted me worthy to 
be used by Him to the saving of some souls. 

“We returned to Shobara on the 8th full 
of praise to God. Please do not forget us in 
your prayers and if the Lord speaks to any 
who may read this, and desires you to help 
spread the Gospel in Bingo Province, Japan, 
please do not quench the Spirit, but remem- 
ber that many souls are hungry and need 
the Bread of life. Do please help us to take 
it to them.

Any kind of pretty cards 
suitable for Christian work will be gladly 
received.” 


From a letter from Miss 
Preecwae i Sophie Peterson, we cull 
udan. the following interesting 
account of a trip taken by her: “I must tell 
you & little about one of my trips to a town, 
which gave a great joy to my soul. 
Ous day after I was through my work 
among the children I took two of my little 


boys along with me expecting to go to some. 


towns near by to speak to the people about 
their souls’ salvation. The little boys asked 
me which way to go, and I told them that 
we should go toward Kuronka land, but was 
told that we must then pass Rokel river, 
and we had no trade goods with us, and 
must of course go to other towns. So then 
Paul, one of the boys, told me that they 
would like to go to their father’s town 
who is a big chief, and well known among 
the péople, and said that they wanted me 
to speak to their people about God. 

We started from the town, but oh, such a 
way, and such a distance, no words to ex- 
press it, but I praise the Lord for it now, that 
I can see His leading hand. After a long 
walk through water and grass fields and 
high mountains, we came there, and I don’t 
believe we were at that place more than ten 
minutes before we had a crowd around us of 
about 150 persons. My soul rejoiced in the 
thought of reaching so many with the Gos- 
pel, but at the same time, I was indeed sorry 
to look at the poor souls and their Satan 
tormented bodies. We spoke to them for 
one hour, and they did not seem to get tired, 
but said that if I had a message from that 
God who had created them and all things, 
they would believe in Him, but they wanted 
to know more, and to have us to come and 
tell them about our God. While sitting there 
looking in the sad faces of the people those 
words came so forcibly to me “How then 
shall they call on Him in whom they not be- 
lieved? and how shall they believe in whom 
they have not heard? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher? and how shall they 
preach unless they shall be sent?”

I took a trip through Berar the first part. of 
July, the whole country was barren. Not a 
green blade was to be seen and it seemed 
impossible to believe that anything green 


could ever spring out of such hard, dry. 


earth. But, now what a transformation! In 
those same baked fields are waving stocks 
of grain higher than a man’s head, nicely 
headed and nearly ready to be harvested. In 
some places as we rade along, on either side 
of the track as far as the eye could reach 
were fields of beautiful Jowari, giving prom- 
ise of an abundant harvest, and bringing 
hope and cheer to many 2@ heart. Here 
and there is a small field of grain, and the 
cotton crop promises a small yield because 
of the late rain fall, but on the whole the 
outlook is very encouraging. But if one 
thinks the famine is over, they have to be 
here but a.short time to find it is not so. 
“Last week four died of starvation near 
the mission compound at Khamgaon. In 
Jalgaon, Khandesh, nearly every day there 
are cases of death from starvation. As I 
am writing they are removing the body of 
a person who passed away this morning. 
Many who have fields are begging for work 
or food to keep them alive until the grain 
ripens. The constant cry for help is enough 
to. wear the life out of those who have to 
hear {t constantly. The cotton will be ready 
to pick in about two weeks and that will 
furnish work for many. Then a little later 
the grain will be ready to harvest. This will 
relieve a great deal of the present distress. 
Yet many, many poor people will be left 
with no food and no money to buy the grain 
which is new even double its ordinary price.
